v. ith a m an nam ed Berry—but the store failed because Berry drank too I 
much and Lincoln read too much, and told too many stories to old cronies 
who sat around. The stock in the store was sold in the spring of 1833 tc 
satisfy creditors—but Lincoln made good every loss—though it took him 
nearly 15 years! 
Down on South Fifth street here, for over 16 years. Lincoln had a law 
office with “Billy’* Herndon. They occupied a little back room of a store 
building, and here the sign “Lincoln & Herndon” waved on rusty hinges 
at the foot of the stairway until Lincoln’s death.

The signing was wit­ 
nessed by Irving Bicorn, prison clerk, 
who told Col. Mark O. Kimberling, 
principal keeper, Hauptmann made 
no comment.
